The anomalies of immigration are 
numerous and it would ‘seem as if 
some: inquiry not only inio the law 
but into the manner in which it’ is 
administered would be quite in or- 
der, While the suggestion that the 
Ooriference disowss the deportation 
lews is not unsound, it will do us’ no 
harm to take stock of our own laws 
with a view to a possible setting in 
order of our own house in this- re- 
spect. That more people are deport- 
ed every year than are refused ad- 
mission at the ports of entry is a 
stantling statement, but the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics is the autherity 
for it. Last year only 360 immi- 
grants were refused admission to 
Canada, The number deported was 
1,964, of whom 650 were deported on 
medica] grounds, 444 as public char- 
ges, 441 criminals and 235 were per- 
sons accompanying deportees, The 
averages works out at about 38 de- 
portations a week, That more were 
deported for medical reasons than 
for any other will be noted. 

The Immigration Act sets out. the 
classes of people who may be . ‘re- 
fused admission, These inelude 
feeble-minded persons, anarchists, 
illiterates over 15 years’ of. age, suf- 
ferers from contagious diseases and 
anyone likely to become a. public 
charge. No one expects the immi- 
gration inspectors to detect an an- 
archist nor infallibly to forecast 
whether an immigrant is likely +o 
become a public charge but the . de- 
portation ef 650 seems an unduly 
lange number to slip past the medical 
officers even after making all allow- 
ance for the human fallibility of doc- 
tors. ‘ 

The Act provides, however, -that 
an immigrant may be deported at 
any time—another inistance in which 
the alien immigrant has an advantage 
over the natural-born citizen. Wit- 
ness the case of Ellen Naylor, ticket- 
ed for deportation after being 18 
years in the Dominion, and the other 
two recent instances of women. de- 
ported from Ontarig, to . England. 
Their citizenship. stood them in no 
stead at all; had}they been naturaliz- 
ed aliens the law .could not have 
reached them, 

It is quite improbable that the 
drafters of the Act had any intention 
of discriminating against British 
subjects but there it is, If a Brit- 
ish subject has not the same status 
all over the Empire it is a strange 
anomaly indeed. If: this legal freak 
can be cured, there willbe need for 
immigration. inspectors to be a little 
more watchful but there*will at least 
be no more cases of Ellen Naylor.

‘not enough gas left in the field to 
float. one Zepplin.’’ But today there 
is such.a superabundance of gas that 
by far the greatest problem is what 
to do with the surplus and the same 
professor has returned with the 
statement that valuah§e quantities 
of helium are dissipated along with 
the combustible gas now being burn- 
in Calgary furnaces. If it can be ex- 
tracted, it appears, Calgary and oth- 
er gas, users will be none the worse 
off, since the very quality that makes 
helium desirable for airship use is 
that -it is non inflammable, ‘and the 
occurence of another holocaust such 
as that which cost 48 lives in the 
wreck of the R-101 will be prevent- 
‘ed, Government’. investigators have 
stated that the cost of extracting 
helium gas would make it commer- 
cially unfeasible. But that opinion 
appears to have been based on the 
report of Professor McLennan’s ex- 
periments now several years old. In

MYSTERY OF FARM DEATH 
Breton, Alta, Nov. 20—Reviewing 
the evidence which failed to reveal 
any new details in connection with 
the death of- Julius Johanneson, rc- 
cluse homesteader of this district, a 
coroner’s jury Tuesday afternoon re- 
turned a verdict finding that he came 
to his death at the hands of a person 
or persons unknown. The case is 
giving the Alberta Provincial Police 
one of the etiffest puzzles in the his- 
tory of the force. ‘ 
The Johanneson home is 12 miles 


of Leduc. 

Johanneson, who lived alone in 4 
little ‘farmstead placed beneath tall 
timbers and at the edge of a clear- 
ing, was found Sunday, November 9, 
sprawled against a goose fence and 
with the back of his head smashed as 
a result of a Violent blow which 
crushed his skull and broke his neck 
at the seventh vertebrae. A grub 
hoe handle, with a thickness of a 
baseball batt and 42 inches in length 
was found 25 feet away from the 
body and it carried a blood stain and 
a depression three inches long at the 
point where it had’ been, apparently 
swung at Johanneson’s head.
